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Attachment to Advisory Action 
Response to Remarks 

Applicants' argue, on page 3, that the metal catalysts of Small are not ionic solids 
in water. Examiner disagrees as Small teaches an aqueous composition, and interprets 
this to mean any solids present in the composition are in a solution consisting of water, 
therefore, any solids present in Small's composition, are present in water. Applicant 
continues to argue that Small teaches away form having metal ions in the composition, 
because metal ions would destroy the intended function, creating a reactive surface on 
the abrasive particles. Examiner disagree with this line of argument as it is well known 
in the industry that surface matter of the abrasives are liberated during mechanical 
polish process. See Appendix Main Wear Mechanisms in CMP (A Model for 
Mechanical Wear and Abrasive Particle Adhesion during the CMP Process by Ahmadi 
et al.; Department of Mechanical and Aeronautical Engineering, Clarkson University, 
Potsdam, New York; Submitted: April 18, 2000; revised: August 31, 2000) where 
Ahmadi illustrates pieces of the softer material (i.e iron surface of the abrasive particle 
mohs hardness 4-5) of are liberated by mechanisms of CMP, such as adhesive and 
abrasive wear. Ahmadi also teaches the break will occur, not at the original interface 
(i.e. at the point where the surface reaction occurs), but within the softer material. 
Therefore, since Small teaches the substrate is a harder material such as titanium 
(mohs hardness of 6.0), tantalum (mohs hardness of 6.5), or tungsten (mohs hardness 
of 7.5), than the iron (mohs hardness of 3-5) coating on the particle, it would be obvious 
to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention was made, that surface particles 
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from the abrasives would be liberated into the slurry and solubilize in the liquid, 
comprising water, to form the presence of metal ions. 

Applicants' argue, on page 3, that the reference of Small is not anticipatory, 
therefore can not be properly combined with any other reference to form a prima-facie 
obviousness argument. Examiner disagrees, for the reasons stated above.
